The draw,ngs are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: In 
RB.1 , reference number 1 1 points to a layer, but is not disclosed in the specification

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(d)(4) 
because reference characters "6" and "26" have both been used to designate a front 
plane plate in Fig. 3 and in the specification. Correction is required 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested. A Display Apparatus with a Multi-Layer 
Absorption, Conduction and Protection Film.

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Oyama discloses (fig 17a) a display apparatus with a film on a display plane, the 
film hav,ng (fig 4) a luminous .remittance equal to or less than 85%, (fig 10, table 1) a 
luminous reflectance equal to or less than 1 % and a flattened reflectance curve, of 
which absolute values of differential values are equal to or less than 2.

Claims 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ovama 
et al. in view of Itou et al. (US 5,939,821) and Aben et al. (US 6,208,389) 

Ovama discloses the above claim limitations as well as (column 21 , lines 4-7) a 
surface resistance less than 1000 O/D, (fig 17a) a laminated film composed of at least 
three layers (columns 5-6) with a protective film (13) composed mainly of SiO, a 
conductive film composed of Cr (coiumn 6, lines 10-45), and an absorption film (1 1) at a 
surface of a display plane (10), and the absorption film is arranged at a position closer 
to the display plane than the conductive film and (column 7, lines 1 9-26) the display 
apparatus being a plasma display device or a cathode ray tube. 

Ovama fails to specifically point out having a selective absorption to 
approximately 450 nm, 570 nm, and 650 nm and the absorption film containing coloring 



matter. 
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Aben discloses (column 3, lines 61-65) an absorption film conta,n,ng coloring 
matter to selectively influence the light transmission. 

Aben fails to specifically point out having a selective absorption to approximately 

450 nm, 570 nm, and 650 nm. 

Hou discloses (fig 3a- 3 c) selective absorption at approximately 450 nm, 570 nm, 

and 650 nm to improve brightness and contrast of the display. 

the invention was made to use the display apparatus of Ovama with the absorption film 
containing coloring matter to selectively influence the light transmission, as taught by 
Aben and the selective absorption at approximately 450 nm, 570 nm, and 650 nm to 
improve brightness and contrast of the display, as taught by Itou.
